THE BIG BEND SUPPLY. 



By tho telegraphic news which wo publish 
thia morning wo learn that the California 
steamer lor Victoria is filled with passengers 
for Big Bend. Wo also learn thai tho 
Labouchoro will start for (his port next 
Saturday. Aa things present thomsolvos, 
Iherefore, just now, wo shall, in the course 
of a fortnight, havo probably from 800 
to 1,000 persons landing iu Victoria en route 
to tho mines. Tho cuesliou which is pressing 
upon us ul prusont is, will a suffioionl quan- 
tity of goods bu forwarded to Big Bond to 
supply the demand? With those who have 
boon paying any attention to tho quantity of 
merchandize which has, up till tho present, 
been sent to New Westminster, much 
sltoptieism will prevail on this point ; for 
they know that liltlo or no goods havo been 
as yet forwarded. They know that there is 
a disinclination on the part ol merchants to 
inako the samo risks this year which they 
did to their sorrow last year— that oreilit has 
been clipped of its speculative wings, and 
that nothing hut the hard cash will induee 
numbors to send their goods to tho inturior. 
All thia will have the effect of curtailing very 
much the supplies ol British Columbia the 
present year, and will consequently injure 
very materially the prn.-peots of tho mines, 
unless, indeed, matters be placed on a very 
different footing from what they are ut tho 
present time. 

Wo have spokon of the probability of an 
inereaso to our mining population within iho 
next fortnight of nearly a thousand persons. 
Bnt in this computation wo are not treating 
of tho number ol people who will, despite 
the hardships and difficulties: of tho lino ol 
travel, find their way to Big Bend up tho 
Columbia river. Before the month of May 
there will undoubtedly bo a considerable 
number of this class at tho mines ; and the 
question, therefore, becomes doubly impera- 
tive— how shall they be supplied? So far 
as those who are at present leaving Victoria 
for tho Columbia riter gold fields are con- 
cerned, we are glad to see they are following 
the course wo huve so frequently enjoined, 
nnd aro placing themselves, by carrying up 
their own provisions, beyond the dependence 
of merchants or packers. This is really the 
only safo mode of procedure, and those who 
oan adopt it and do not, will have bitter oc- 
casion to rue their neglect. Of course there 
will he large numbers going to tho mines 
whoso circumstances will not admit of carry- 
ing up any considerable quantity of provisions, 
b»t if the parties who have got tho means 
wnl look after themselves in the manner we 
have pointed out, the less fortunate will be 
pluced in a less unfortunate position. 

It is ulways dangerous to hazard a predic- 
tion, but wo cannot help surmising that a 
much larger number of miners will visit Big 
Bend the present year than ia generally sup- 
posed. By u telegram from St. Louis we find 
that during tho two weeks following the 30;h 
of March 2000 passengers and 3000 tons of 
freight wore to leave (or Moutanu and Idaho. 
A.S the spring advances this emigration west 
ward is houud to increase rather than dimin- 
ish, so that|iin all probability the two terri- 
tories wo have mentioned will receive greater 
accessions from the Atlantic than from the 
Pacific. Under any circumstances they un- 
certain to have thousands rambling about, 
discontented with their fortune, to whom the 
fame of Big Bend will prove a magnet too 
strong to resist. In fact tho last news wo 
received from Montana— the great centie of 
attraction — would lead us to calculate on a 
very largo e.todus from thoso mines tho ] res- 
ent summer. The gold region is much 
more limited than was at tii.it supposed, 
and the glowing aceounls of hist year 
are proved now to havo be^n immeasurably 
overrated. There is no outlet for any large 
body of minors contiguous to tho 49lh 
parallel but Big Bend and the Kootenay 
country, and as the Biackfoot or .Montana 
mines dop'opulated the latter gold field last 
your, we may, with an equal degree of cer- 
tainty. predict that this year the circumstances 
will he reversed, and that a large portion of 
tho miners of .Molilalia will, before the sum- 
mer shall have expired, bring up at Big Bend. 
Wo have no fears, however, of the want ol 
supplies lute in the season ; for if the c.ipaciiy 
ol our merchants or traders bo nut great 
enough for tho occasion, Portland will man- 
ago to transport all the provisions the miners 
are likely to consume. Wo hope, however, 
that the mines will uot he obllgod to depend 
in any considerable degree on Oregon for Ibeli 
supplies, but that souio enterprising arrange- 
ment will bo organized to have food nnd 
merchandise transported from Victoria iu 
quantities sufficient to meet all demands.
